A manda Knox 

cleared of the 2007 
murder of her room- 
mate in Italy - is now 
embroiled in another 
famous murder case: She’s 
being asked to help convict- 
ed killer mom Darlie Routier! 

“I reached out to Amanda 
Knox because she said she 
wanted to help fight for peo- 
ple who are innocent,” Darlie 
Kee, 62, told The ENQUIRER 
in an exclusive interview. 

Darlie - who shares a first 
name with her infamous 
daughter - said Amanda’s 
notoriety as a falsely accused 
killer could help raise funds to 
pay for DNA tests to prove the 
imprisoned mom’s innocence.

would leave him to pick up the 
shattered pieces.

INCLUDING overtime! 

But a 63-hour week is MAN- 
DATORY at Quanta’s plant, and 
most employees work even 
longer hours to make the Apple 
Watch, according to CLW pro- 
gram coordinator Kevin Slaten. 

“The base monthly wage is 
$298,” Slaten said. 

“In order to earn a living 
wage, workers put in overtime 
every day, six days a week, do- 
ing 16-hour shifts and 90 to 100 
hours of overtime a month dur- 
ing peak production times.” 

BESIDES THAT, workers are 
constantly ordered to work 
faster and yelled at with insults 
like, “You pig!” Slaten claimed. 

If workers are late 
returning from their re- 
stroom break, they’re 
punished by having to 
sing songs or perform 
something, he said. 

The CLW probe re- 
vealed that terrified 
workers have to labor 
in silence and that the turnover 
rate is very high, with everyone 
on a production line replaced 
practically every two months. 

“Once hired, workers sit on a 
cold cafeteria floor until they 
can replace a worker who has 
quit. They often wait for days,” 
Slaten added. 

“They are not allowed to talk 
during this ‘training’ period. If 
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they do, their work ID card is 
taken away, effectively termi- 
nating them.” 

He said: “Apple has around 
100 technical personnel at 
Quanta monitoring production, 
and cannot deny it 
knows the way work- 
ers there are treated 
violates their ‘Code of 
Conduct/” 

AN EXPERT ON 

international labor 
relations, Heather 
White, told The ENQUIRER 
that such harsh requirements 
are responsible for a spate of 
suicides at factories manu- 
facturing iPhones, iPads and 
perhaps now the Apple Watch. 

She filmed a documentary 
featuring an interview with a 
young woman, Tian Yu, who 
hurled herself from the fourth 
floor of her dormitory at an 
Apple supplier’s compound in 
2010 . 

Just 17 at the time, Tian Yu 
claimed she was compelled to 
work 12-hour shifts for 14 con- 
secutive days. She survived her 
suicide bid, but is paralyzed. 

Since then, plant owners have 
installed “anti-suicide nets” 
around buildings rather than 


improve working conditions. 

“There are so many heart- 
breaking stories like this,” 
White said. 

BUT WHITE’S gravest con- 
cern for workers making the 
Apple Watch is contact with 
dangerous chemicals! 

Apple has banned n hex- 
ane, the solvent used to wipe 
iPhone screens that injured 
many iPhone workers. 

“N hexane led to very pain- 
ful neurological damage. I met 
people who suffered paralysis 
for as long as two years,” White 
added. 

But she said an even more 
dangerous solvent, n-heptane, 
is being used to manufacture 
the Apple Watch! 

The U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control warned 27 years ago 
that n-heptane is “more acutely 
toxic than hexane.” 

“If it gets into the lungs, it may 
be fatal,” said White. 

“If this was happening in 
the United States at factories 
making a flagship product for 
the world’s most profitable 
corporation, it would not be 
tolerated.”
